One of our early acts on ar- 
riving here was to hold a Nixon 
et welcome banner in the crowd 
welcoming the vice president to 
his hotel. There is a very strong 
sentiment for Nixon but Stassen 
has certainly done a good job in 
seeking to ‘‘open up the conven- 
tion. : 

This convention is shy of any 
great issues and there are not 
many decisions to be made in 
the so-called ‘smoke filled 
rooms.’ Nevertheless, many 
thousands of people are here just 
to see the convention person- 
alities and to be a part of the 
crowds. And crowds? Yes, in 
every major hotel, on every 
downtown street and at every in- 
tersection. 

This is the largest convention 
crowd ever here, we are told. 

Buses very conveniently take 
the newspaper people from the 
hotels to the Cow Palace and 
back. Oh, what a prize it is to 
have the press badge and the 
convention ticket. 

At least a score of foreign 
newspapers are_ represented 
here, several of the correspon- 
dents also being connected with 
foreign-language radio and tel- 
evision stations. We were with 
a Norwegian correspondent just 
after he had finished tape-record- 
ing a 15-minute broadcast on 
Monday, which would be re- 
leased from a New York sta- 
tion the following day. He had 
just come from the Chicago con- 
vention. Incidentally, he had 
some: mighty fine words to say 
about the Republicans and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

And so it is, the world reads 
about American politics, govern- 
ment and life. 

A dozen persons from our own 
area are busy in this. conven- 
tion city. Mrs. Lovon Phillips 
is an alternate delegate.

Stuft Shirt 
Construction 
Underway 


With construction under way 
on the new $1,000,000 Stuft Shirt 
Restaurant and Highway Hotel, 
the architects today announced 
detailed plans for the elaborate 
restaurant facility to be located 
at Foothill Blvd. and Euclid Ave. 
in Upland. 

A famous restaurant name in 
the Pasadena area since 1941, the 
new Stuft Shirt project will be of 
contemporary. design featuring 
the extensive use of water gar- 
dens and terraces. 

Off-street parking for nearly 
200 cars will be provided, and it 


ings by covered walks and gar- 
dens, 

The restaurant will have a seat- 
ing capacity for almost 300 people, 
and will feature a large rotisserie, 


piace, ‘cocktail lounge, banquet 
rooms, several main dining areas, 
entrance foyer and displays area. 

The architects have devised a 
method of dividing the main din- 
ing room: into individual areas 
through the use of translucent 
materials. 

The restaurant itself will be air 
conditioned, and built of stud- 
frame construction with lath and 
plaster interior. Flooring is laid 
on a sub-floor slab and will be 
covered with padding and carpet- 
ing. In the foyer, exposed 
aggregate, polished and ground, 
will provide a contrast. Built-up 
composition roofing will be finish- 
ed with rock. 

The Stuft Shirt Restaurant and 
Highway Hotel was designed by 
Thorton Ladd and_ Associates, 
architects of Pasadena. Jay Dewey 
Harnish of Ontario is associate 
architect for the project. Con- 
tractors are the W. J. Ritchea 
Construction Company of Upland.

to protect the motoring public 
from damages suffered in ac- 
cidents that may be caused by

financially irresponsible drivers 
and owners operating on ‘the 
highways. 


Paul Mason, state director of 
motor vehicles, today issued a 
reminder to all motorists that 
failure to observe the ,accident 
reporting, financial réesponsibili- 
ty, and security posting require- 
ments of the California Vehicle 
code may result in the suspen- 
sion of a driver’s license. The 
new provision now taking effect 
is the vehicle registration sus- 
pension feature; which Also re- 
quires the owner to store the 
car at his own expense while 
under state suspension. 


The director said the accidents 
that must be reported under this 
law to the department of motor 
vehicles’ financial responsibility 
office in Sacramento include all 
those in which any one person 
suffers injury, death, or property 
damage in excess of $100. The 
report must be made on forms 
provided by DMV and must be 
submitted within 15 days of the 


date of the accident. The driv- 
ers involved in the accident must 
make such reports, regardless 
of blame for causing it. These 
reports are in addition to any re- 
quired by local police.

Mr. Woodward presented 
gures showing that many Cali- 
fornia high school districts are 
operating on less assessed valua- 
tion per average attendance than 
would remain in the Chaffey dis- 
trict after the withdrawal of the 
Upland-Foothill area, should it 
occur. 


He said that there are 41 high 
schools among the more than 70 
in California with an assessed 
valuation of $25,000 per student. 
Chaffey valuation after with- 
drawal would be at approximate- 
ly that figure, he said. Acutally 
$25,000 ADA is the average state |B 
valuation, he stated. He said 
there are at least 20 school dis- 
trict with a lower valuation. 


Smaller Schools Backed 


He explained that while the 
withdrawal area would have a 
valuation in excess of $50,000 that 
figure would quickly drop as 
home expansion in sparsely set- 
tled areas of the district has al- 
ready started. He said also there 
is comfort for Ontario in the 
fact that as industry in that area 
increases there will be more tax 
money available for schools. 

Later he told The News staff 
that studies which the situation 
had opened up were most reveal- 
ing. 

“When we got into this,’’ he 
said. ‘I was in favor of larger 
schools. I was prepared to go 
along on the basis of a 2000 en- 
rollment at Upland High school. 
We have found, however, that 
such schools are not economical- 
ly sound nor best for students. 

“The ideal school is between 
1200 and 1500 enrollment. An au- 
ditorium on that basis is a com- 
munity asset. One that seats 
2500 may be used only a few 
times a year. Beyond 1500 ad- 
ministrative costs are much 
higher.

Aerial Ladder to Aid 





Tree-Trimming ‘Detail 


“Butch,” ‘‘bur-drape’ or 
“trim’’ are modern terms of the 
barber trade but Upland resi- 
dents shouldn’t be surprised if 
that tree out in the parkway 
takes on a modern appearance 
too. 

It’ll be easy with the new tree- 
trimming device put together by 
the Upland city maintenance de- 
partment a 30-foot ladder 
which should reach all but the 
tallest trees in the area. 

The revolving, aerial ladder 
mounted on a ton-and-a-half flat 
rack truck is ready for service 
this week. Behind the truck is a 
12-foot trailer onto which will be 
loaded branches and other debris 
cut down. 


Height of the truck and the 
man doing the trimming should 
add another 10 feet to the reach 


John Gunter, who has been em- 
ployed by the city of Upland for 
more than two years, will oper- 
ate at the top of the ladder with 
a chain saw and other cutting 
devices. Assisting him will be a’ 
driver who will elevate the 
ladder, and move it up or around 
by the use of one of three cranks. 


TARZAN STYLE OUT 

Once situated,-the driver wil] 

load the trailer with the cuttings 
from above. 

Prior to this method, Mr. Gun- 
ter used climber’s hooks, a 
safety belt and rope and moved 
about the trees Tarzan-style. 

Safety and speed will be im- 
proved vastly with the new 
equipment. A platform at the top 
of the ladder allows ample 
operating room and a circular 
bar protects the trimmer from 
falling. 

Upland, however, has_ trees 
that are taller than the equip- 
ment, particularly the grevillas 
which border Euclid Ave. For 
these it will still be necessary 
for Mr. Gunter to don the climb 
er’s spikes. 

An increase in the number of 
trees in Upland has taxed the 
tree trimming department to the

limit, according to Homer 
Greear, street maintenance fore- 
man. More trees are being added 
as new subdivisions are built. 
And as Mr. Greear said, ‘Trees 
need more care as they get big- 
ger.”’ 


BUDGET INCREASED 

An increase in the city of Up- 
land budget of more than a third 
has been provided for the tree- 
trimming department, but much 
of this will be absorbed by the 
addition of new equipment. The 
new budget calls for an expendi- 
ture of $11,255, while lastyear 
$8,300 was spent. The new ladder 
alone cost $1,867. 


Even so, maintenance people 
hope to inspect and trim all of 
the city’s trees once a year. 
Last year, only those trees in 
greatest need of trimming were 
reached. 

Although many residents do 
their own trimming, it’s the 
business of maintenance depart- 
ment to do this job. According 
to Mr. Greear, the tree-trimming 
department tries to keep the 
parkway trees uniform in shape. 

New subdivisions stand the ex- 
pense of planting trees, in the

There’s an art in calling hogs|ity, active in social and commun- 


and no one should know this bet- 
ter than Mrs. Sarah E. Shaftstall, 
8930 Belmont, Cucamonga, 
won undisputed title of champion 
hog caller at last year’s Los An- 
geles County Fair. 

According to Mrs. Shaftstall, it 
is a knack, that is of course, if 
one is dealing with educated 
hogs! It’s a disappearing art 
though. ‘‘Today’s hogs are ma- 
chine fed. All they have to do is 
lie there and eat!’’ she confided. 

Hogs came a-running ‘when 
Mrs. Shaftstall was a girl helping 
feed them on her grandfather’s 
farm near Macomb, Ill. 

‘Children on a farm think it’s 
smart to help,’’ she said. ‘‘No- 
body told me to feed the hogs. 
If there was a pail of slops for 
them I just took it to the trough 
and called them. 

“This year I’ve been told the 
competition at the fair is going 
to a national one and. I’ll be in

Cliff Chappell of Cucamonga 
can claim credit for discovering 
Mrs. Shaftstall’s hidden talent in 
the porcine line. He was at her 
house one day just before fair 
time when a group of hog callers 
were demonstrating. 

“They were saying, ‘‘Soooeee,”’ 
she said. ‘‘Why that means shoo 
or get out of my way, to a hog!”’ 

Cliff Chappell perked up his 
ears as he is a hog raiser. He 
got in touch with agricultural 
authorities at the fair after Mrs. 
Shaftstall had told him she knew 
a woman more than 70 who was 
a better hog caller than those 
put on the air. 

Fair officials got in touch with 
Mrs. Shaftstall, seeking the name 
of the hog caller, and told her 
the competition was on in an 
hour. She said she was the hog 
caller. They sent for her and she 
won the contest, that originated 
as a joke, hands down. 

She appeared on TV, radio and 
was the recipient of scores of 
letters and invitations and only 
a bad storm which destroyed 
sets prevented her appearance 
in a movie. She was in great 
demand but wisely accepted. only’ 
those engagements which provid- 
ed transportation. Mrs. Shaftstall, 
though you wouldn’t know it to 
look at her, is 76 years of age. 

“It was ia lot of fun,” she re- 
collects, ‘‘and I was never scar- 
ed.’? She pridefully shows the 
beautiful watch she was present- 
ed with on the Art Linkletter 
show. It is characteristic of her 
that a 16 lb. ham she won at the 
fair was portioned out to her 
neighbors. 

Mrs. Shaftstall is a native Cali- 
fornian. She ‘was born near San 
Francisco.

PASE 
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Give Credit Where Credit Is Due 


This is not an attempt to justify all actions of planning com- 
missions and city councils. It is, however, an effort to temper 
some of the vitriolic criticism heard frequently about Upland’s 
planners and legislative body. 


With the publisher safely in San Francisco, it is a fitting 
time for such an editorial. Being a former councilman he could 
hardly take up the pen in defense without being:cited for prej- 
udice. 





With the advent of spiraling population and multi-million 
dollar industrial installations in Southern California, every 
city, small or large, has been faced with problems of adjust- 
ment. As this growth crept eastward into San Bernardino coun- 
ty and into the Pomona Valley these problems, faced by other 
cities in the past, were studied locally. 


Many plans were made, both by those anxious to cash in 
on this growth and by those striving to maintain a community 
of the type in which they wanted to live, 


During the past decade, and before then, the civic leaders 
of Upland plainly saw the picture as it would develop. They 
carefully planned for the day when the influx from overcrowd- 
ed metropolitan centers would push into this city. 


At the same time speculators and promoters eyed the 
situation and invested with the thought of cutting a nice ripe 
melon some day in the not too distant future. 


These two schools of thought have both fought to de- 
velop their positions. At times the clash of opinions has 
Placed both the planners and the council in untenable po- 
sitions, 

These bodies are working under stipulations pre-ordained 
and planned to preserve a high class community. As public 
officials they are pledged to carry out the obligations they 
assumed upon taking office, 


Guided by a master plan, which has been accepted as the 
future planning for Upland, the council is limited in its action 
when faced by a request for a modification that is contrary 
to this plan. A council or planning commission denial for a 
request is always basis for loud denunciation. The party or 
parties receiving the denial never bring out the fact that they 
have made a request contrary to an accepted plan for future 
growth of the city. 


Favoritism in one place must be repeated in another, and 
a precedent is set. This, the planners and council must watch 
with eagle eye. They must hold a general line of thinking in 


accord with previous legislation. This is both a legal and 
moral “must”, 


The constant cry that restrictions are too severe in Upland 


has resulted in slower but more desirable growth. While Up- 
land's industrial growth has been held to a minimum, the in- 


stallation of a high class of new homes goes on at an ever 
mounting dollar evaluation, 


Some have described Upland derisively as “the bedroom 


city” ‘6f the future. But the homes containing the bedrooms are 
of the highest quality. 


Other cities, where building requirements are much lower, 
are now ruing the day they let subdividers have full sway, 
They no longer court these low quality builders, but because 


requirements are what they are, these builders must be allow- 
ed to continue. 


Upland planners and councilmen for the past fifteen years 
have operated on the premise that a requirement might be 
lowered but to raise one is next to impossible. This is good 
thinking, 

While the city councilmen, both past and present, have 
Prevented exploiting of this community, they have been faced 
by another faction that is reluctant for a change of any kind. 


This faction is as determined that Upland shall remain 
unchanged as the progressive faction is determined that re- 
strictions should be reduced to a minimum. 


: The conservative faction would stifle all progress if their 
ideas were carried out. The progressive faction would have a 
city of low quality homes if given plenty of rope. 


The planners and council are caught between these two 
forces. The master plan is too ambitious for the conservatives 
and too conservative for the. progressives. 


Neither faction pauses to think that there is nothing new - 
in the Upland master plan. It is based on tried procedure in 
ether cities before being incorporated into law in this city. 
Regardless of future conditions, as the planners and council 


continue in their work, they will never be able to please both 
factions, 


Planning commissioners and city councilmen are not game 
birds to be sniped at 365 days a year on a permanent open 
season basis. They are upstanding citizens, property owners 
and working to protect the best interests of a community in 
which they have invested and made their home, 


Perhaps at times certain matters are not handled to the

Cucamonga Wild 
Life Area Set 


sim E. Jarvi, Forest Super- 
visor, San Bernardino National 
Forest announced today that the 
Cucamonga Wild Area. bounda- 
ries have been formally ap- 
proved by R. E. McArdle, Chief, 
U. S. Forest Service, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The Cucamonga Wild Area was 
originally classified as. a Primi- 
tive Area under Regulation L- 
21 now superseded by Regula- 
tion U-2. 

The area is composed of 5,984 
acres and is at the head-waters 
of Lytle Creek, Cucamonga 
Creek and portions of San An- 
tonio Canyon. It is unique in 
being the habitat of over 60 Big 
Horn Sheep. 

No roads or motorized travel, 
no timber cutting or occupancy 
will be permitted. It is the ob- 
jective of the U. S. Forest Serv- 
ice in administering Wild Areas 
to ‘retain as much as possible 
of the primeval quality. It pro- 
vides an untrammeled area for 
those who like to hike and ride 
in the back-country and observe 
nature that has been untouched 
by mechanization and occupancy. 


The Cucamong Wild Area is 
reached by trails up the Middle 
Fork of Lytle Creek, Stockton 
Flats, or Ice House Canyon from 
the San Antonio Canyon, side. 

Hikers or riders who qvish to 
camp overnight in the area may 
secure directions and permits 
from the Lytle Creek Ranger 
Station.
